No. 25-01/2010-LI.—The President of India is pleased to direct the following amendments 
to the Post Office Insurance Fund Rules : 

(i) Rule 9 (4) 

Rule 9 (4) (a) and (b) shall be substituted with the following: 

Rule 9(4)(a) A policy holder is advised to nominate a person or a religious trust to 
whom the sum assured shall become payable in the event of his death so as to save his 
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legal heirs the trouble and expense of obtaining legal title to jthe sums payable under 
the policy. . j

Rule 9 (4)(b) The holder of a policy of life assurance on his own life may, when 
effecting the policy or at any time before the policy matures for payment nominate the 
person or persons or a religious trust to whom the money secured by the policy is 
desired to be paid in the event of his death.

(iii) New Rule 3 (A) shall be added for introduction of Rural Postal Life

Clause 8.2 of the Rules shall be substituted by the following: j

“RPLI Non-Medical policies are to be accepted in respect of the proponents whose age 
on next birth day is up to 35 years. Other terms and conditions for RPLI Non-Medical 
policies as that of POIF Rules as amended from time to time shall be applicable 
mutatis mutandis except specified otherwise.” I 


(iv) Amendment to Rule 39 and 40 

Following shall be added after the last sentence in the Rule 39 .(31):

A policy can be reinstated for only three times during the term of policy by 
paying arrears of premiums with interest for not more than 6 months in respect of 
policy less than 3 years. |

Following shall be added after the last sentence in the Rule 40 (4): 

A policy can be reinstated for only three times during the term of policy by 
paying arrears of premiums with interest for not more than 12 months in respect of 
policy more than 3 years. |

(v) New Definition No 17 shall be added as under: 

17. Marketing staff- - 

Any staff/person authorised by the Department to procure Postal Life 
Insurance and Rural Postal Life Insurance business shall be called as ‘Marketing 
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Staff. Marketing staff may include IPOs, ASPOs, IRMs, ASRMs, Ex D.O (PLI), 
PRI(P), Selected Postal Assistant, Postman, Retired GDS BPM, D.O (PLI) & Field 
Officer, SPM (Rural SO),GDS staff, Anganwadi worker, Mahila Mandal worker, Ex- 
Servicemen, Retired School teacher, SHGs, Gram Pradhan & Member Gram 
Panchayat and any other official/person as considered suitable by the Postal Divisional 
Head. 

(vi) Note 2 below Rule 33(1) POIF Rules shall be added and existing Note shall 
be numbered as Note I

No bonus will be paid in respect of Paid Up and Auto Paid Up policies with 
effect from the date of discontinuance of premiums. Proportionate bonus shall be paid 
on paid up value after completion of 5 years i.e. if a policy remains in force at least for 
5 years.

No bonus will be paid in respect of a policy with effect from the date of 
discontinuance of premiums. Proportionate bonus shall be paid on paid up value after 
completion of 5 years i.e. if a policy remains in force at least for 5 years. 

(vii) New Rule 3 (A) shall be added for introduction of Rural Postal Life 
Insurance. 

Clause 17.1 of the Rules shall be added: 

The maximum limit of sum assured with non-standard proof of age shall be Rs 
one lac. The 5% extra premium will be loaded and policies with sum assured of more 
than Rs 25,000/- should be subject to usual medical examination. Also, anyone taking 
policies worth of more than Rs 25,000/- (sum assured) with non-standard proof of age 
shall not be beyond 45 years of age.
